I cannot believe Dr. West has 
made such a denial. There would be 
no reason for denying anything that 
was said, and our acquaintance has 
been such that there is no likelihood 
Y mistaken identity.

Merely Seeking Information 

On the evening of Wednesday, 
June 20, Dr. West and I were mem¬ 
bers of a group of ten men i 
took dinner together at the Mary¬ 
land hotel, Pasadena. As we started 
to leave he took my arm and asked 
about the Sierra Madre school situa- ' 
tion. 1 remarked that we had man¬ 
aged to have our graduation exer¬ 
cises peaceably anil thought the rest 
of our school troubles were in a 
fair way to settlement. The peti¬ 
tions for annexation, however, were 
then in -circulation and I asked a 
number of questions. There was no | 
argument us I was merely seeking; 
information. The questions and an¬ 
swers were essentially as follows: 

“It has been reported in Sierra 
Madre,” I said, “that the Pasadena 
school district has a fund now on 
hand with whicli it would build a 
junior high school at once in Sierra 
Madre in case of annexation. Sup¬ 
posing you had the money, could 
you legally spend it in territory not 
now a part of the district but which 
might come in later?” 

“Yes, that would be legal," said 
Dr. West. ’As soon as new territory 
comes into the district ft owns an 
equal share in whatever the district 
possesses.” 

“Has the Pusadena district money 
now on hand which it could use for j 
a junior high school in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre?” I then asked. 

“No, we have not,” was his reply.

Sierra Madre’s city tax rate will 
be $2.35 on the $100 valuation for 
all municipal purposes the coming 
j year.

| Literally laying down his life in 
the service of humanity, Dr. Robert 
Hamilton Mackerras passed away 
Wednesday night at hia home, 341 
Palmetto Drive, Pasadena. For near¬ 
ly 20 years he had served the people 
of Sierra Madre and Pasadena as 
a beloved and highly skilled physi- 
. cian. The end came after an illness 
of five weeks. The immediate cause 
i of death was endocarditis, brought 
i on by overwork, following a recent 
attack of influenza. 

Dr. Mackerras was born in Peter¬ 
borough, Ont., Sept. 10, 1878, the 

son of Prof, John H. and Margaret 
Dennistoun Mackerras. His father 
j was a member of the faculty of 
Queen’s University, Kingston, where 
the son received his early education. 
He was graduated from Kingston 
Collegiate Institute in 1898 .and 
from Queen’s University Medical 
College in 1903. 

Began Practice Here 

Coming to California in 1904 af¬ 
ter receiving his hospital training in 
Ottawa, Dr. Mackerras began the 
practice of his profession in Sierra 
Madre. Returning to Kingston in 
1907, he married Miss J. Cybella 
Craig, whom he had known since 
boyhood, and brought his bride to 
Sierra Madre. They made their 
home here until their removal to 
Pasadena four years and a half ago. 

During his residence here Dr. 
Mackerras took an active interest in 
civic affairs and served as city

It is merely the statement of ob¬ 
vious fact down to the point where a 
comparison is made as to the quality 
of supervision and special teaching, j 
There it becomes a matter of opin¬ 
ion. Based on what Sierra Madre 
had last year, the opinion expressed ! 
by Dr. West may have been well J ;

Utilization of the earth' 


's internal 
power is the latest quest of engineers 
now experimenting in the Healdsburg 
region, the socalled “hot belt” of 
northern California and Nevada. This 
region paralleling the Franklin faults 
is being tapped, and steam pressure 
from-M2 to 70 pounds with approxi¬ 
mately 160 degrees of superheat, when 
delivered at the surface, has been ob¬ 
tained. 

Geologists claim this hot belt to be 
similar in heat intensity to the borax 
fields of Laradello, northern Italy, 
where the harnessing of underground 
heat for the development of electric 
power has proved a success. In Italy 
the boring of wells has tapped a nat¬ 
ural subterranean steam pressure util¬ 
ized since 1004 in the driving of en¬ 
gines connected to electric generators 
for the supply of industrial and 
municipal power. The wells have 


Gift Mottoes 


Says the Christian Science Monitor: 
Nobody can fail to notice how full 
the newspapers are lately of plans for 
the beauty of town and country. At 
times, it seems as if to make the 
world beautiful had become the 
world’s chief concern. In England it 
is not enough that Lord Newton 
should have laid the billboard nuisance 
before Parliament, but the Royal 
Academy is urging the Government 
to form a commission of fine arts to 
take charge of urban and rural amen¬ 
ities. In America almost every town 
is considering its own amenit’ c or 
itself—Washington laboring .or the 
carrying out of plans made for it 160 
years ago; New York busy with even 
such details as news stands, designing 
new booths to surpass the Paris kios- 
ques in decorative value; Philadelphia 
completing its Parkway with an art 
gallery for its Parthenon; and so the 
list might be gone through. Civic 
beauty has become an obsession, and 
nobody can regret it. And the beaut¬ 
iful town will give the citizen greater 
self confidence. But in the quest 
for beauty that is to be, the 
tendency is to neglect the beauty 
that is. The newspapers are also full 
of the misdoings of vandals who de¬ 
spoil the trees of their branches in 
the city parks and squares, pick the 
(lowers ruthlessly, trample down the 
turf. In the country fruit trees are 
robbed of their blossoms, hedges 
stripped, wild flowers in the fields ex¬ 
changed for a crop of paper bags and 
tin cans. The authorities, who talk 
glibly of new schemes and plans, al¬ 
low beautiful old houses to be destroy¬ 
ed, look on unmoved at the desecra¬ 
tion of historic landmarks, countenance 
the spread of billboards, and never see 
the litter in the streets. A woman 
may clothe herself in velvet and satin, 
and yet she will not be well dressed 
if her sleeves are out at the elbows 
and her skirt frayed at the hem. And 
in like manner, a town may build pal¬ 
aces and towers, and yet not be beaut¬ 
iful if it covers its walls with adver¬ 
tisements and strews garbage at their 
doors. 

To educate the public to an appre¬ 
ciation of beauty will need time. To 
chastise the public for its offenses 
against beauty might hasten matters. 
In certain parts of Germany, where 
cherry trees along the wayside belong 
to the commune, a heavy fine is im¬ 
posed on anyone caught stealing the 
cherries, and they are seldom stolen. 
A light fine might save American trees 
from the vandal and clear American 
streets of garbage; a light tax might 
lessen the number of billboards; and 
thus would the way be prepared for 
the beauty that surely must come out 
of the world’s present concern with it.

Emery W. Smith and Kingsley G. 
Dunn, chemical engineers of San 
Francisco, causes them to believe that 
“steam mining” will become as feas¬ 
ible as has low temperature distilla¬ 
tion of coal deposits. This immense 
steam reservoir is formed by water 
contact with rock, heated by friction 
caused from continuous faulting of 
the earth’s crust. Evidently the heat 
has produced a big pressure of steam 
sufficient to equalize the pressure of 
the fall and volume of the water. The 
steam, following crevices and lines, 
causes “fumeroles,” which lead to the 
surface for a natural discharge, which 
has given this “hot belt” or “geyser 
belt” its peculiar phenomena. 

According to engineers, the possibil¬ 
ities of low-cost power from these 
fumeroles, with a distributing radius 
of several hundred miles, are good. 
Electrification of railroads in northern 
California with this cheap power and 
isolation of carbonic acid gas for pre¬ 
serving, in lieu of refrigeration, fruit 
shipments to eastern markets are held 
as possibilities. The surface area for 
supply of these economic assets is 
about 10 miles long and two and one- 
half miles wide as determined by pres¬ 
ent surveys. The elimination of fuel 
costs, investment in boilers and stoker 
systems is calculated to offset exces¬ 
sive expenditures for special machin¬ 
ery.

Now is a good time for all those 
who have wisteria vines of several 
years growth to make the best of 
it by providing ample trellis. With 
a good supply of water and careful 
following of the suggestions made 
by Mr. Fennel, as to tying up of 
terminal buds, there may yet be 
considerable growth this year. One 
vine is showing some blossoms. 

Adapting the Civic association’s 
drawing", to the needs of the loca¬ 
tion, a trellis has been built in 
front of the home of W. C. Doty at 
24C N. Lima street, which might of¬ 
fer a helpful suggestion to those 
wishing to make the most of their 
vines. The materials cost not more 
than twelve dollars. 

It is not the intention of the City 
Beautiful committee of the Civic 
association to be arbitrary as to the 
exact type of trellis which may well 
be made to fit the type of architec¬ 
ture of the home. For example, 
round, white posts might look best 
in front of a colonial house or plas¬ 
tered ones with the Spanish type. 
The committee suggests that the 
vines be brought as near the front 
of the line as possible in order to 
make a fine uniform showing . 

Pink ivy geranium has been sug¬ 
gested for parkings and at the foot 
of wisteria posts. Other plants that 
would look well in a wisteria plant¬ 
ing scheme for front yards are pur¬ 
ple flowering sage, pink cannas, pink 
oleanders and flowering Japanese 
quince.

Many com¬ 
panies are constantly being organized 
to promote unsound schemes, referred 
to as "wild cat" There are always 
solicitors ready to relieve people of 
their savings by the promise of big 
returns. The lure of great wealth Is 
always a temptation by which thou¬ 
sands of thrifty people are deprived 
of hard-earned savings every year. 
Widows and orphans who have In¬ 
herited money are frequently sought 
and made the targets of these fake- 
stock salesmen.

The best story of the taming of a 
radical I have ever read Is told by A. 
B. Farquhar In his book "The First 
Million tbe Hardest." It throws more 
light on the meaning of capitalism 
and the futility of socialism than a li¬ 
brary full of books on sociology, eco¬ 
nomics and politics. Here It Is as 
Farquhar tells It: 

“The best antidote for acute eco¬ 
nomic Insanity Is ownership of prop¬ 
erty. My favorite example Is Otto 
Stelnlnger. He was one of my first 
employees and was a rip-roaring an¬ 
archist He Insisted that all wealth 
came from the workers and therefore 
should go hack to the workers. He 
was particularly bitter against his 
landlord and hardly a week went by 
that he did not announce that he had 
definitely decided that he would like 
to shoot tbe landlord the next time 
he came around for the rent Finally 
I asked him smilingly after one c t 
these outbursts: 

Buy, Don’t 8hoot 

“ ‘Why don't you buy your own 
house Instead of shooting your land¬ 
lord? Then you would not have to 
pay any rent. If you do shoot him you 
may get Into trouble.’ 

“He did not think much of the Idea 
apparently but In a day or two he 
asked me how he could buy the house. 

I answered: 'That house can be 
bought for $800. You are getting good 
wages. I will buy that houso for you, 
take $4 a week out of your wages, 
and In less than four years you will 
have It pnld for.’

VALUABLE BULLETIN 

ON CITRUS PRUNING 

California citrus growers have long 
felt the need of an authoritative trea¬ 
tise on the subject of pruning. In no 
phase of orchard culture has there 
been so little agreement among grow¬ 
ers as has been the situation with 
reference to this subject. The an¬ 
nouncement of the publication of a 40- 
page bulletin outlining the general 
principles and discussing specific 
practices will therefore meet with 
general approval among growers; 

The College ol Agriculture has just 
issued Bulletin 363, “The Pruning of 
Citrus Trees in California,” prepared 
by Robert W. Hodgson, formerly in¬ 
structor in citri-culture and for the 
past four years Farm Advisor of Los 
Angeles county. The bulletin is divid¬ 
ed into two parts, a general discus¬ 
sion of the principles underlying 
pruning, with special reference to cit¬ 
rus trees, anil a section dealing speci¬ 
fically with the pruning of citrus trees 
both of non-bearing and bearing age. 
The pruning of the different varieties 
is also discussed as well as special 
problems such as pruning neglected 
groves, rejuvenating decadent trees, 
pruning frost-injured trees and prun¬ 
ing gophered trees. Other subjects 
included are time of pruning, protect¬ 
ing the pruned tree, and types of 
pruning tools. 

The bulletin is now ready for free 


distribution and growers may secure 
it from the Farm Advisors in the var¬ 
ious counties or by writing to the Col¬ 
lege of Agriculture, Berkeley.
